“Recovery  in  the  farm  com¬ 
munity  has  been  more  difficult, 
however,”  Reagan  admitted,  as 
many  unemployed  Iowans  dem¬ 
onstrated  outside  the  buildings. 

Having  the  largest  crowd  ever 
attending  a  political  event  in  the 
city,  Reagan’s  visit  was  labled  a 
success.

With  nuclear  war  a  great  con¬ 
cern  to  both  the  old  and  the 
young  in  1984,  an  ABC  movie 
caused  much  controversy. 

“The  Day  After,”  shown  on 
November  28,  dealt  with  the  hor¬ 
ror  of  nuclear  war.

Magic:  Not  to  be  overlooked, 
the  women’s  downhill  unknown 
Debbie  Johnson  worked  her  own 
magic  by  completing  two  near¬ 
perfect  runs  down  the  giant  sla¬ 
lom  course  for  a  gold.  This  20- 
year-old  from  Seattle,  Washing¬ 
ton,  was  joined  as  a  medal  winner 
by  teammate  Christin  Cooper, 
24,  who  captured  a  silver. 

As  the  events  continued  on,  so 
did  the  surprises  and  the  Ameri¬ 
can  success. 

The  cocky,  23-year-old  down¬ 
hill  racer  Bill  Johnson  captured 
the  gold  medal,  making  him  the 
first  American  male  ever  to  win 
the  alpine  event. 

From  the  ski  slopes  down  to 
the  ice  rinks,  Americans  kept  giv¬ 
ing  their  all. 


Points:  Figure  skating  favorite 
Scott  Hamilton,  25,  was  pegged 
to  blow  the  competition  away. 
Although  he  did  win  the  first 
round  by  a  large  margin,  Hamil¬ 
ton  came  in  second  the  next  two 
competitions  to  Canadian  skater, 
Brian  Orser.  Scott  chalked  up 
enough  early  points,  however  to 
bring  home  another  gold  for  the 
red,  white  and  blue. 

19-year-old  figure  skater, 
Rosalynn  Sumners  gave  the 
world  a  taste  of  her  own  tough 
personal  style  at  the  Winter 
Games.  After  compulsory  figures, 
Sumners  found  herself  going  for 
a  first  place  finish  all  alone  as 
teammates  Elaine  Zayak  and  Tif¬ 
fany  Chin  dropped  from  conten¬ 
tion. 

The  final  round  belonged  to 
East  German  rival  Katrina  Witt, 
as  she  pulled  off  the  gold. 

Relief:  Although  Sumners 
came  in  second  and  received 
silver  at  Sarajevo,  she  admitted 
her  relief  that  the  competition 
was  finally  over. 

The  brother-sister  team  of 
Peter  and  Kitty  Carruthers  also 
captured  a  silver  medal  in  ice 
dancing. 

As  the  United  States  hockey 
team  was  very  young,  average  age 
of  20,  they  came  in  at  seventh 
place.  A  very  solid  Russian  team 
finished  first. 

Even  after  the  closing  cerem¬ 
ony,  and  all  the  banners  and 
equipment  were  taken  down,  the 
Olympic  magic  lives  on  in  the 
memories.
